Gentleman that will have allor the 
mom part of our Grievance in Trade, 
fie in our Neighbours Under-felling us in our 
Manufaétures ; and that therefore, if I willdo 
any thing.for the Benefit of our Trade, I muft 
- out fome way to.come Cheaper to Mar- 


t. : , : 
Before I come to Anfwer this Head, which 


E in courfe is'at Hand, I muft a little Enquire, 


whether it be really true in Faét, that our 
Neighbours de Under-fell us, which,by the way, 
Iam of Opinion, is not fo. 

By Under-felling ia Trade, twO Things are 
to be underftood. 

1. When two Tradéfmen, or two Nations, 


_ fortis al! one, making the fame fort of Goods, 


equal in Value,and Goodnefs of Make,one can 
afford them Cheaper than the other 5 and-in 
this cafe, he that fells loweff, will certainly have 
allthe Trade, 

2. When one Tradefman makes a meaner 
fort of Goods than his Neighbour, which being 
brought to Market, tempts the Buyer, by the 
Eownefs of the Price to make them anfwer the 
End of the other ; and fo gains upon the Trade 
by the Ignorance and Weaknels of the Buyer, 
not the Goodnefs of his Ware. 

In the firft fence of thefe two I affirm, no 


Natjon can Under-fell the Englifb in their Ma- 


for with all the Advantages of Cheap Eiving, 
and Cheap Working, the Foreign Rivals we 
have in Trade, donot, and cannot make Wodl- 
len Manufaétures of equal Goodnels, and fell 
them Cheaper than ours. 

If there is any thing, in which they have the 
Advantage, it is, that they can. indeed go 


Cheaper to Sea, Build, Furnifh, and Navigate 


their Ships. Cheaper than the Englifb, and this 
isan Evil of another Nature, and which I re- 
commend to thofe People to Anfwer, who ftart 
this Cafe ; which, ‘if they fail-in, as J doubt they 
will, I may ‘peak to in itsturn. 

From this { might Anfwer this Gentlemian’s 
Inftance about Dantzick, by telling him, That 
when.he fays, We us’d to fend 100 Bales of 
Cloth to Dantzick ina Year, and. now fend f{caree 
one ; and from thence Argues the Decay: of our 
Trade; be falls into a’ manifeft. Error, and‘T 
would inform hinrof.a Myfiery-in Frade, which 
perbaps he. may know as Well-as I, but forgot 
1 mention bere, wigs: That tho’ we. may not 
fend one Bale of Cloth'a ¥ear to. Damrzick which 
yes I donot grant, yet there are many Bales of 
Englifo Cloth fent thither frill 5. and- Excepting 
the Interruption of the War in Poland, per- 
haps, as many asufual ; and here, indeed, ap 
pears the Riddle I fpeak of, vig That the 
Dutch can Buy our Goods here, carry, them 

Q ever 


“Over to Holiand,and from thence to other Coun- 
tries,and yet Sell our own Goods at thofe Coun- 
tries Cheaper than we. : 

If this be true, asis very Eafie to make out, 
then there muft be fome other Reafon why our 
Neighbours Under-fell us, than the bare Price 
of our Manufaétures. ; 

’T would be-very hard now,and make a horrid 
Gap in the Nations Stock, as well as Credit,that 
eur Manufa@tures fhould be oblig’d to fink their 
Value to make good the Deficiency of our ill- 
manag’d Navigation, and other Improvident 
Circumftances of Trades which filling us with 
Misfortunes in Trade, drive us to ruine one 
part to relieve another. 

If thefe Gentlemen, quitting the Deficiencies 
and Misfortune of our Trade, which as Acci- 
dents to‘it, bear it down with the Weight of 
their own Mi(chiefs, will hy to the Foundations 
and have the Subftantial part diminifhed, to 
make good the reft; they will Endanger 
the whole: But thefe Evils ought to-be -Cur’d 
feparately, as they arife from feparate Cau- 
fes. 

The Circumitances of Foreign Trade are 
fuch, that fometimesa Nation can carry Goeds 
Cheaper to one part, than another Nation 
can; or than they themfelves can to another 
Peres and this is plain in the Trade to Dant- 

ick. 
: The Dutch, who fend feveral hundred Sail of 
“Ships to Dantzick, every Year for Corn, can, 
without doubt, carry our Cloth for little or no- 
thing Freight, and fo in proportion, can come 
Cheaper to Market than we: Nay, fuch is the 
Advantages of the Dutch Corn-Trade, fuch the 
Differences of Exchanges between the Coun- 
tries, fo much greater is the Value’ they bring 
from Dantzick,than the Value they fend thither, 
that if they lofe five or fix per Gent. one way, 
they can make it up another. 

From thisCaule, the Dutch may be fuppos’d 
to Buy our Cloth at Aull, Leeds, &c. carry it 
from thence to Amfterdam, and from thence to 
Dantzick, and yet fell it Cheaper than we can, 
becaufe we bring no Corn back, and cannot fail 
fo Cheap bya great deal as they. 

Let any Man tell me now, Mult we fink the 
Price of our Manufaétures to Anfwer this ?

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Let fuch confider what that means, and w: 

I doubt not to prove, That if you did, it 
would not anfwer the End; nor are we able to 
fink in proportion, fo much as to make it worth 
while to Trade, and yet recover our Market, fo 
as to fupprefs our Rivals. : 

Thus indeed Foreigners Under-fell us, while 
they go to Seain Ships, which do not coft them 


above two Thirds, or, perhaps, half fo much as | 


ours, in Building and Fitting out; Sail at lower 
Wages, are Cheaper Furnilhed, and make ule 
of fewer Hands. 


It will be time to talk of the Neceffity of low- — 


ring our Manufaétures, and the Price of La- 
bour, when our Navigation. is reduc'd to a 
better pitch, and we are able to Sail as Cheap 
as others.

In the mean time, I fay, we are no where — 
Underfold in our Mannfaéture, Value for Va- 
lue. Neither the Dutch nor the Frenchcan make © 
Goodsequal in Goodneis, and real Worth, and — 


fell them Cheaper. 


One fort Imitates our Courfer Cloths, the o- — 


ther runs into Toys and Light Stuffs,and by Sel- 
ling Cheap,pulhes them upon the Market, in the 
room of our Goods, Impoling their Novelty, 
and Conceal’d Imperfettions upon the Igno- 
rance of the Buyer; but real Value always ap- 
pears in the Ufefulnefsof any Manufa&ture, and 
this is apparent in the Englifb Goods, in that 
in fpight of all thefe Falacies of Trade, they yet 
Sell; for if the Foreign Goods were really as 
good as ours, and fuld Cheaper, we fhould Sell 
none atall ; but we find the Intrinfick Goodnels 
of the Englifb Manufaétures preferves them,and 
keeps up their Sale againft all the Imitations 
or Under-fellings of our Rivals. 

Sinking Prices, is always Deftruétive to Trade, 
and is Eternally follow’d by leffening the Value, 
and lowring the Quality ; From whence I Ar- 
gue, and believe it may be made out, if once 
the Englifh Manufa&tures come to Sink in Value 
Abroad, they are Ruin’d, their Fall may be da- 
ted from that Hour; hitherto rbeir Goodnefs 
preferves their Reputation Abroad ; and that 
is the onlv-Dependance we have for their Conti- 
nuance.

Law isa Determination of Right and Wrong 
between the Sovereign and the S"bieét, and be- 
tween one Subjed ana another. 

If the Law could not Determine all manner 
of Right, there could be no Decifive Conclution 
of Right or Wrong. There are, withoutdoubt, 
fome Societies that have Privileges and Immu- 
nities, not Cognizable by the Law, and none 
more than the Houfe of Commons ; and they, 
without doubt, have a Power uncontroulable, 
by the Law, over themfelves and their own 
Members. 

But if the Houfe of Commons fhould have any 
Right to Determine who has, or has nota Right 
to Choofe them, as the contrary may give the 
Lords a great, Influence cn Elections, fo that 
Pra@tice may give the Commons, at laft, a 
Power to Choofe themfelves. . 

And the laft Queftion is therefore return’d to 
the Author of this Letter: ‘* Whether fuchan 
“t Influence be confiftent with the Safety of 
* the Rights and Liberties of the People?
